FRENCH DRIVEN, 
GERMANS CLAIM. 


Berlin, February 28.—(By Wireless to 
Sayville, N.. Y.)}—The following official 
communication from German army 
headquarters was made public today: 

“Im Champagne yesterday the enemy 
continued his attacks, which were com- 
pletely repulsed. 

“South of Malancourt (west of Ver- 
dun) and north of Verdun the Germans 
stormed several enemy positions behind 
each other. A weak French counter-at- 
tack failed. The Germans took as pris- 
oners six officers and 250 men and also 
captured four machine guns and one 
mine-thrower., 

“On the western side of the Vosges 
the Germans, after violent fighting, dis- 
lodged the French from their position 
near Blamont and Bionville. 

“In an attack on the entrenched line 
of Verdenal-Bremenil, east of Badon- 
viller, the Germans pushed back the 
enemy over a front of 30 miles long 
for a distance of about four miles. Tha 
enemy's attempts to win back the con- 
quered ground failed with heavy losses. 

“The enemy’s advances in the south- 
ern Vosges also were repulsed. 

“Northwest of Grodno new Russian 
forces advanced yesterday, but German 
counter-attacks threw back the Rus- 
sians onto the advanced position of the 
fortress. We took 1,800 prisoners there. 

“Northwest of Ostrolenko an enemy 
attack was repulsed. 

“The German troops retreated before 
Superior enemy forces advancing on 
Przasnysz from the south and east into 
the region north and west of this town, 

“South of the Vistula there have been 
no developments of impartance.” 


MARKED PROGRESS 
CLAIMED BY FRENCH. 


Paris, February 28.—(Via London, 
March ll, 2:25 a. m.)—The following 
official statement was issued by the 
war office tonight 

“At Becourt, near Albert, a German 
attack was immediately stopped by our 
fire. The enemy bombarded Soissons 
with 200 shells. 

“In the Champagne district we: made 
marked progress on the whole front 
from Combresto north of Perthes. We 
repuised a counter-attack, retained the 
work which we won yesterday and ex- 
tended our positions by occupying new 
trenches. 

“We have gained ground in all the 
woods between Perthes and Beausejour. 
Our gains of yesterday to the north- 
west and north of Beausejour repre- 
sented 2,000 meters of trenches (about 
a mile and a’third). These gains have 
been appreciably extended today. In 
one trench alone the enemy left more 
than 200 dead. We captured a machine 
gun. According to the latest news the 
struggle continues under fayorable con- 
ditions. 

“In the Argonne, at Hill No. 263, 
west of Boureuilles, we captured about 
300 yards of trenches At Vauquolis a 
brilliant infantry attack enabled us to 
reach the edge of the plateau on which 
the village is situated. 

“In the Vosges at La Chapelotte, 
three kilometers north of Celles-Sur- 
Pleine, a rather sharp attack by the 
gene was completely repulsed.

FRENCH COURTS

When cases arose between the 
United States and: France in 1856, the 
Washington government, controverting 
the statement that a traditional French 
doctrine prevented her from recogniz- 
ing transfers of flag, said in its diplo- 
matic correspondence with the Ameri- 
can minister at Paris: 

“However long pay be the period 
during which this doctrine has formed 
part of fhe municipal code of France, it 
is manifestly not in harmony with her 
maritime policy, and it is confidently 
believed by this goveinme nt that 
krance will not assert it, not only 
against the practice of other nations, 
but against the authority of her most 
enlightened writers, on. public. law.”
